INFORMATION DISCLOSURE STATEMENT 

The references listed on the attached form PTO-1449 relate to the subject matter of the 
present invention and are brought to the attention of the Patent and Trademark Office pursuant to 
37 C.F.R. 1.56 and 1.98. 

DE 40 06 272 Al and DE 34 42 968 C2 are not in the English language. By way of a 
brief description of the reference, an English language abstract for DE 40 06 272 Al is enclosed. 
DE 34 42 968 C2 corresponds to US 4,573,329, which is in the EngUsh language. A copy of US 
4,573,329 enclosed. 

DE 87 17 307 Ul is not in the English language. The English abstract discloses a 
refrigerating device for storing and presenting ice cream having a cooling machine 36 that is 
arranged within a housing and is connected with a heat exchanger 34 for producing cold air 44, 
46 for cooling the ice cream being arranged on the storing device. The device for storing the ice- 
cream is designed as a rotatable plate 14. In a distance to plate 14 an umbrella-like cold air 


supply device 38 is arranged and at least one cold air passage 48 is provided. The plate 14 and 
the cold air supply device 38 are arranged concentrically to each other. The cold air is supplied 
via a stand pipe 22, protruding the plate 14 downwardly. The heat exchanger 34 is connected 
with the cooling machine 36 and surrounds a section 28 of the standby 22 that protrudes 
downwardly beyond the plate 14. The cold air supply device 38 is provided with at least two 
nozzles 40, 42 by which cold air 44, 46 can be apphed to the ice cream 12 in flows with different 
flow velocity, whereby the flow velocity of the cold air 44 decreases from the ice cream 12 being 
arranged on the plate 14 in the radial outwardly direction. A fan blower 30 is arranged within the 
standpipe 22. The sidewalls 62 of the upper part 58 of the housing are provided with insulating 
glass and an end cap 64 covering at least the space being surrounded by the isolating glass 62 and 
having at least one lateral opening for manual operations. 

This statement is being submitted prior to a first office action on the merits. While this 
statement contains all the relevant information presently known to the applicant, it should not be 
interpreted as a representation that an exhaustive search has been conducted or that no other 
relevant information exists. Also, this statement should not be interpreted as a representation 
that any cited reference is prior art, or that any cited reference is "material to patentability" as 
defined in 37 CFR §1.56. The applicant invites the Examiner to make an independent evaluation 
of each cited reference, copies of which are enclosed, to determine their relevance to the subject 
matter of the present application.
